— A fiery explosion turned a 
trans-A laska pipeline pum p 
statio n into rubble F rid ay , 
killing one worker, injuring five 
others and halting the south­ 
ward flow of black gold that 
began 19 days ago at Prudhoe 
Bav 


A body was found in the 
debris hours after the blast and 
fire destroyed the building 
where two giant turbines move 
oil along the $9 billion system. 
The worker’s identity was 
withheld pending a coroner’s 
investigation. The five other 
pipeline workers were treated

One persons was known dead 
and several others injured. The 
mishap halted the flow of oil 
through the pipeline 
(U PI 
W'irephoto) 
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for minor injuries at nearby 
hospitals and released. 
Some 300 men were at the site 
but most were in the cam p area 
hundreds of yards away from 
where the explosion occurred. 
The oil had a lre ad y been 
pumped 30 miles past the site 
when emergency procedures 
locked it in the pipeline after 
the blast. 
Alyeska Pipeline Co. officials 
quickly secured the complex 
and inspectors from the com­ 
pany, government agencies and 
fire departm ent arson units 
worked to determine the cause 
of the explosion. 
A Departm ent of Transporta­ 
tion spokesman in Washington 
said it had a prelim inary report 
that the fire began with an 
explosion in a turbine that 
drives the pump in the pumping 
station. 
Pipeline officials today con­ 
sidered whether to reroute the 
oil 
flow 
around 
the 
pump 
station. 
Beverly Ward, spokeswoman 
for Alyeska Pipeline Co. in 
Anchorage, said the pipeline 
was not ruptured and company 
officials 
hoped 
to 
reach 
a 
decision today after determ in­ 
ing damages. 
‘T he decision has not been 
made on whether to go ahead 
with pumping by 
bypassing 
Pum p Station No. 8,” she said. 
“They do have that option but 
it’s predicated that nothing was 
damaged but the pump room .” 
Miss Ward said the flow of oil 
through the 779-mile system 
could resume its southward trip 
to Prudhoe Bay if dam age from 
Friday’s blast was limited to 
the pump house. 
Burning crude oil that spilled 
from the ruptured 
pumping 
station sent plumes of thick 
black smoke high into the air. 
The smoke was visible as far 
away as Fairbanks, 37 miles 
aw ay 
A heavy cloudburst 
helped firefighters contain the 
flames. 
The injured workers suffered 
only “ minor” cuts and burns

Law Is Ordered 
Into Effect 


COLUMBUS (UPI) - The 
Ohio Supreme Court has upheld 
m ajority Democratic leaders of 
the G eneral A ssem bly and 
ruled that an election day voter 
registration law should take 
immediate effect and not be 
subject to repeal through public 
referendum. 
The high court’s 4-3 decision 
Friday along straight political 
party lines directed Secretary 
of State Ted W. Brown to put 
into imm ediate effect the entire 
Democratic voter registration 
reform package adopted last 
May. 
The 
decision 
m eans 
an 
unregistered voter in any up­ 
coming school district election 
may present himself at the 
poll s on election day and, upon 
showing an approved piece of 
identjfication, register and vote 
that day. 
The secretary of state is also 
directed to institute the other 
liberalized voter registration 
procedures, including perm a­ 
nent registration, registration 
at alternate county offices and 
signups at deputy motor vehicle 
registrars’ offices 
The court decision, which 
held that the law is an ap­ 
propriation, also ruled out

property ... and mail fraud “ 
The report culminated an 18- 
month investigation by FBI 
agents into a web of six in­ 
terconnecting 
crim e 
“ net­ 
works,” where narcotics and 
stolen property allegedly were 
gathered, distributed and sold 
The panel’s report said those 
indicted conspired with each 
other in racketeering activity 
and with 96 other persons, none 
of whom 
were 
named 
as 
defendant. 
Most prominently named in 
the 59-page report was Her- 
schel H. Weintrub, 56, 
Mid­ 
dletown, manager of Spencer’s 
Jewelry Store in Middletown. 
He was accused of financing the 
purchase of narcotics and dis­ 
tributing 
the 
drugs 
to 
“wholesalers.” He also was 
charged with arranging “the 
purchase and resale of stolen 
property, including stolen jew­ 
elry and stolen firearms." 
The indictments named as 
Weintrubs 
principle 
partner 
Carl Sutton Jr., 42, of the 
Cincinnati suburb of Forest 
Hark, accused of arranging for 
the purchase of heroin outside 
Southwest Ohio and its delivery 
to the area.

also

charged with supervising the 
“ cutting,” or dilution and 


repackaging of heroin, and its 
distribution 
The six “ networks” sup­ 
posedly operating under the 
direction of Weintrub and 
Sutton were:

are "total nonsense.”

The sources said Brezhnev

The supposed ill health of the 
Soviet leader has spawned 
many stories of his imminent 
departure from Soviet ruling 
circles in the past few years, 
the latest surfacing from his 
trip to Paris last month 
Reports quoted French offi­ 
cials as saying Brezhnev was 
nearing the end of his rule 
because of 
bad health and 
would be unable to conduct 
serious 
negotiations 
in 
a 
summit meeting. 
“The reports from Paris are 
total nonsense,” one source 
said 
The meeting betw«*en Brezh­ 
nev and the ambassadors was 
his second major public ap­ 
pearance of the week, giving 
Western 
observers 
op­ 
portunities to judge his health. 
He met Tuesday with US 
Ambassador Malcolm Toon for 
an hour and 40 minutes and 
Western sources said Brezhnev 
both read from a prepared 
statement and spoke extem­ 
poraneously. 
Brezhnev has been troubled 
since middle age w ith a speech 
problem that makes him dif­ 
ficult to understand It is often 
so bad that it appears he is 
drunk 
Some Moscow analysts be­ 
lieve Brezhnev suffers sudden 
changes in his health because of 
a debilitating disease Others 
speculate he is able to “bounce 
back 
from an attack through 
the use of “powerful drugs.”

He clicks his fingernails 
nervously for a moment, then 
adds: 
“I want to tell you the truth.

“I never did get no education 
cuz I was workin in the field,” 
he says, recalling his early 
days in the South 
Their first trial took only one 
day. The Scottsboro Boys were 
convicted and eight of them 
sentenced to die in the electric 
chair Retrials and a series of 
appeals followed in a drawn-out 
legal battle. 
Norris said he had never even 
been in a courthouse before. 
“I never seen people would 
lie on people like I did there. 
For what reason9 You know for 
what reason. Cause we were 
black,” he says. 
He spent 15 years in Alabama 
prisons before he was granted 
parole and fled.

The conference is the latest in 
a series of White House bids to 
publicize dwindling energy 
supplies. In April the President 
said an energy crisis was at 
hand and outlined actions he 
said were needed to cope with 
it. 
Besides pushing for congres­

The Good U.N. Life 


In a welcome development the White House 
and Congress are showing concern over the 
lavish 
pay 
and 
p rivileg es 
accorded 
to 
bureaucrats at the United Nations and other 
international organizations. 
Such critical attention is long overdue, for it is 
the American taxpayer who pays a large part of 
the budgets that permit international payrollers 
to live the good life. 
Three figures are revealing: In the U.S. Civil 
Service a professional with a GS-18 rank is paid 
$47,500a year At the World Bank the same Kind 
of job pays $74,100. At the United Nations the 
scale is $85,500. 
In addition, the World Bank and sim ilar in­ 
stitutions in Washington keep their professional 
employes content with 
country club mem­ 
berships, 
tuition 
allow ances, 
subsidized 
cafeterias and free trips around the world. 
Not to be outdone the United Nations gives its 
bureaucrats pensions some 55 per cent higher 
than those paid in our Civil Service (and federal 
pensions are not bad at all). The U N. types also 
get longer vacations, rent subsidies, bonuses for 
working away 
from 
their 
home countries, 
discount booze and exemptions from local an- 
d in co m e taxes. 


If the U N. bureaucrat merely was overpaid, 
things might not be so bad. But he is also as 
fissionable as a uranium 235 atom. During the 
past 10 years the U N. work force has doubled to 
near 41,000as new agencies have sprung up in an 
explosion of waste and duplication. 
Now if the plight of the world’s poor was being 
alleviated meaningfully by the U N. and the 
World Bank bureaucrats, their kingly salaries 
and perquisites might be swallowed 
But un­ 
fortunately, the main beneficiaries of the w ar on 
poverty are the paper-shufflers themselves. 
Sen. Jesse Helms, R-N.C., made a very good 
point when he declared: “ If these international 
organizations are truly set up to help the poor, as 
is so often proclaimed, let us at least see to it that 
the funds of the taxpayers of the United States 
going into these organizations in fact go to the 
E 
oor, and not to line the pockets of international 
ureaucrats.” 
Let us also hope that President Carter and his 
officials mean business when they talk about 
shrinking international b ureaucracies. The 
United States pays 25 per cent of the budgets of 
U N. agencies, which would give this country 
leverage — if it has the will to use it.

exchange necessary to buy the 
foreign oil. W e cannot repeal 
economic laws. 
A 
perpetual 
adverse balance of payments 
would force devaluation and we 
would gradually back into the 
poorhouse. 
But as of now we remain in 
the summer of our content. Gas 
at 65 cents is not too much of a 
burden to most, and there’s 
plenty of it. And so I have joined 
the happy throng in a 4,600 mile 
hegira through the lovely East. 


We in the writing business see 
much that we think is wrong in 
our country. It is refreshing to 
go forth and see how much is 
right.

From Pea Ridge to Gettysburg 
the scattered stone markers

Sometimes there are misses. 
The sould track at the theater 
adjoining Independence Hall in 
Philadelphia is fuzzy. The cute

N .C ., 
baffles 
foreigners. But the techniques 


for selling 
the 
romance of 
America are leaping forward. 
Beyond 
the 
traditio n al 
museum we are getting into the 
business of museum towns. It is 
a grand idea — the portrayal of 
homes, shops and industries in 
a fossilized cluster. 


Williamsburg 
remains 
the 
crowning glory of this concept. 
The 
tacky, 
tumbled-down 
tobacco town of 50 years ago 
has been transform ed into 
something so much neater and 
shinier than it was in its golden 
age that one cannot avoid a 
sense of nature-faking. But it’s 
a grand show. 


The mystic seaport in Con­ 
necticut and Old Portsmouth in 
New Hampshire are two of the 
newest successes. At the end of 
lower Manhattan’s South Street 
they are creating a section of 


Grand Comrade? 


W e’ve alw ays assumed Leonid Brezhnev was 
intelligent, or he wouldn’t have been able to 
climb to the top in the Krem lin and stay there, 
and thus we’ve been puzzled by his making so 
many state visits abroad. 


A state visit is one of the most tiresome events 
devised by the human mind, consisting as it does 
a 21-gun salutes, national anthems, security 
precautions, o fficia l banquets, tendentious 
toasts and diplomatic negotiations, which are the 
most boring talks in Christendom. 
However, it turns out Brezhnev has an in­ 
centive to travel. H e’s a collector of fash and 
fancy foreign cars and, much like medieval 
potentates giving a jeweled sword to a royal 
visitor, his hosts have been filling up the 
Brezhnev garage. 
Among other luxury vehicles, he has a Citroen- 


Maserati from an earlier visit to France and a 
Caddy and Continental from his hobnobbing with 
then President Nixon. 
On his just-concluded visit to Paris he was 
presented with a 
green Matra 
sports 
car 
designed for off-road driving E v e r the perfect 
guest, Brezhnev said he didn’t like green and 
paint it blue. 
Though the French government is saying 
nothing, Matra says it was ticked off to have to 
hold up its production line and paint the car blue, 
a color it doesn’t stock. 
The Chinese, who see no good in Russia, call 
the leaders there “ the new czars” for the way 
they behave. We wouldn’t want to take sides, but 
Brezhnev's lordly treatment of the French was, 
if not czarlike, at least that of a prerevolutionary 
grand duke. 
The Rise Of Justice Powell 
Heart Attack: Cautious Road Back

The 
Supreme Court wound up its 
October term on June 29, after 
nine months of labor that pro­ 
duced no remarkable surprises. 
Among the developments that 
came as no surprise at all is the 
rise of Justice Lewis F. Powell 
Jr . At 69, after only six years on 
the bench, he has emerged as 
the intellectual strong man of 
the Burger Court 
This 
expanding 
reputation 
surely will not startly those who 
have followed M r. 
Ju s tic e 
Pow ell’s career both in the law 
and in public service. I freely 
confess my own personal affec­ 
tion for the Virginia jurist — the 
first Virginian to serve on the 
Court, incidentally, since Peter 
V. Daniel more than a century 
ago. 
A court reporter described 
M r Justice Powell the other 
day as “ the Virginia aristo­ 
crat." Certainly the Virginia 
part is true enough 
Bum in 
Suffolk, Va., in 1907, he re­ 


ceived his first law degree from 
W ashington 
and 
Lee 
(his 
second came from H arvard), 
and settled down to the practice 
of corporate law in Richmond 
in 1932 But we knew him in 
Richmond as much more than a 
top lawyer in the state’s most 
prestigious law firm. We knew 
him as chairman of the city 
school board, then as member 
and 
president 
of 
the 
State 
Board of Education, and as a 
tireless worker in every civic 
enterprise that cam e along 
When I first met the gentle­ 
man in 1946, he was Colonel 
Powell, just returned from the 
war with the Legion of Merit, a 
Bronze Star and the French 
Croix de Guerre with Palm His 


continuing interest in m ilitary 
affairs was manifested many 
years later in his service on 
Nixon’s Blue Ribbon Panel to 
study 
the 
D epartm ent 
of 
Defense. 
Most of his reputation, of 
course, results not from educa­ 
tion or defense, but from the 
law. He served in 1964-65 as 
president of the Am erican Bar 
Association; he pioneered in 
the study of legal services to the 
poor; 
and in October 
1971, 
Nixon nominated him to suc­ 
ceed Hugo Black on the Court. 
It has proved a remarkably 
happy appointm ent. A few 
Nixon-haters, knowing nothing 
of Powell's integrity, leaped to 
an immediate conclusion that 
the nominee would function as a 
rubber-stamp, 
d o ctrinaire 
conservative 
They 
were 
swiftly disabused. In his six 
terms on the Court, M r. Justice 
Powell has indeed sided most 
frequently with Burger, Rehn- 
quist and Blackm un, but his 
growing eminence derives not 
from 
ideology, 
but 
from 
scholarship and reason 
In the term just ended, Mr. 
Justice Powell wrote 15 of the 
Court's 
142 signed opinions, 
matching Rehnqpist and White 
in majority output He caught 
some of the toughest cases of 
the year 
In 
the 
Arlington 
Heights case, involving charges 
of racial discrim ination in 
zoning law, he cleared new 
ground in the Court’s emerging 
emphasis upon the intentions of 
public officials In the Miami 
pupil paddling case, he braved 
a liberal firestorm to assert 
that the Eighth Amendment 
does not apply to disciplinary 
measures in the public schools 
In the abortion cases on June 
20, he reasoned cogently that 


the 
Constitution 
secures 
no 
automatic right of abortion. 
In other cases, M r. Justice 
Powell dealt with wiretapping, 
with obscenity, with labor law, 
and with illegitimate children, 
illegal aliens, 
voting 
rights, 
double jeopardy, the taxation of 
insurance companies, a major 
antitrust case, and a stubborn 
grandmother in Ohio. He dis­ 
sented only 14 times, the least 
of any member of the Court, but 
he wrote 
10 full-blown dis­ 
senting opinions to support his 
objections. 
The pattern that emerges is 
essentially a pattern of order. 
M r. Justice Powell is an orderly 
man 
His sense of personal 
reserve constantly is reflected 
in his view of the judicial func­ 
tion Judges holding life tenure, 
he insists, have no business 
imposing their own social or 
moral views upon either Con­ 
gress or the states. Even to 
prohibit the brutal paddling of a 
disruptive pupil, 
the Eighth 
Am endm ent 
must 
not 
be 
twisted out of context. He is not 
much for reading between the 
lines of a statute; his task, as he 
construes it, is to figure out 
what the lines actually say. 
It is too early to say if Mr. 
Justice Powell ultimately will 
rank among the great justices 
of the Court. He is no phrase- 
maker. His opinions tena to lose 
cruising speed because of their 
footnote ballast. There is some 
truth in the observation that he 
stands out# so conspicuously 
because he' sits as a Virginia 
cardinal among a Court 
of 
wrens and sparrows. In any 
event, let us forgive Richard 
Nixon at least some of his sins 
by thanking him for this much: 
He put Lewis Powell on the 
Court

Life in the intensive care unit of 
a 
hospital 
is 
governed 
by 
routine. It doesn’t take you, as a 
patient, long to recognize this 
and adapt to it. 
I had had what, later, they 
called a mild heart attack. They 
had put me in the coronary care 
unit at Midway Hospital and, 
within a few hours, I began to 
fit into the system. 
The medical routine began 
right after breakfast. An or­ 
derly wheeled in an E K G — 
electrocardiograph — machine. 
Another orderly came to take a 
blood sample. There might be 
an X ray or some other test. 
E v e ry few hours, day and 
night, one of the nurses would 
take my temperature, check 
my pulse, measure my blood 
pressure. 
E v e ry 
few 
hours, 
night and day, another nurse 
would wheel a small cart to the 
door of my room, dole out a few 
pills in a paper cup, make sure 
that I swallowed them. 
For hours, between ministra­ 
tions, you are alone, trapped 
with your fears and doubts. 
Suddenly, 
you 
have 
been 
confronted with the positive 
face that you are mortal. You 
could die in this place People 
did. 
On the wall behind me, if I 
twisted around, I could see the 
monitor and the cheerful green 
line that indicated my heart 
was 
beating 
away. 
It 
was 
comforting 
A few times, the loudspeaker 
voice would say, “ Code 5 Blue, 
Room 242” and everybody 
would rush to that room’ That 
was the code for a cardiac 
emergency. 
I was the center of one em er­ 
gency of my own 
Trying to 
sleep, I apparently tossed and 
turned so vigorously that the 
wires hooking up my monitor 
became unhooked. The monitor 
went w ild — red lights flashing, 
buzzers buzzing Nurses came 
running It was reassuring 
As it turned out, I was in 
intensive 
care 
for a 
shade 
longer then 48 hours. On the 
second day, they wheeled me to 
the next phase — COU, or 
Coronary Observation Unit. It 
was like being released from 
prison The intravenous bottle 


was removed, the monitor dis­ 
connected (for several more 
days I would be monitored, but 
by a wireless device) and I 
found I could move a little 
without 
worrying about dis­ 
connecting myself. 
They rolled me into a room 
that was equipped with two 
wonderful 
inventions 
— a 
bathroom and a television set. 
You cannot imagine how great 


it is to go to the bathroom on 
your 
own 
until 
you 
aren’t 
allowed to. 
In intensive care, you don’t 
even brush your teeth — they 
give you a basin and some 
mouthwash. But now I could not 
only brush my teeth, I could 
shave. I toyed with the idea of 
leetting my beard grow — it 
seemed to be coming in grey, 
which might be interesting — 
but realized that was laziness 
talking. 
And laziness is part of your 
life. You are encouraged and 
urged to be lazy 
It ’s part of 
your therapy as a heart patient 
And then you f 
I that you are 
actually enjoy 
it. 
The longer yt 
> it, the more 
the thought of setting out and 
going back to your work and 
your worries is not as alluring a 
prospect as it once was. The 
lazy life begins to capture you. 
And you bask in the glory of 
your illness. People call you up, 
send you cards, books, flowers, 
fruit. Everybody rallies around 
to help you and wish you well. 
There is a certain status to your 
condition. 
And 
yet, 
fortunately, 
the 
restlessness 
proves 
stronger 
than 
the laziness. 
You feel 
guilty about not doing your job, 
about the burden your illness is 
placing on your family. They 
tell you to think of this as a 
vacation, but you know better. 
So you welcome every sign 
that you are being readied for 
the outside world One day, the 
doctor says you can sit up in a 
chair a few hours a day The 
next 
step 
is 
being 
labelled 
“ ambulatory,” 
which 
means 
you 
can 
walk 
through 
the 
hospital corridors. Another 
great moment is when you 
re ceive shower 
privileg es. 
When they say you will be going 
home tomorrow, you feel like 
jumping for joy. 


The doctor explains carefully 
what I can and cannot do. For 
the next two weeks, at least, I 
must continue to rest. Lie down 
two hours every afternoon. Go 
up the stairs only twice a day. 
No writing yet. After those two 
weeks, w e’ll see. 
Heart disease is the number 
one killer in America. The 
American 
Heart 
Assn. 
esti­ 
mates that 52 per ceht of all 
deaths in 1977 will be from some 
form of cardiovascular disease 
(C VD ). Three times as many 
people will die from CVD as 
from cancer; 10 times as many 
from CVD as from accidents. 
So what had happened to me 
was hardly 
uncommon. 
A c­ 
tually, I was lucky. I got there 
in time. Even so, I had delayed 
and procrastinated much too 
long 
The Heart Association has a 
booklet called, “ Some People 
Would Rather Die Than Admit 
They’re Having a Heart Att­ 
ack.” 
The 
booklet 
advises: 
“ Recognize the earliest danger 
signals. The most important 
signal is a steady pressure on 
the center of the chest lasting 
two 
minutes 
or 
more. 
The 
discomfort may spread to the 
arms, neck or jaw, but don’t 
w ait 
for 
this 
to 
occur. 
Remember, the victim 
may 
look completely well and may 


deny tliat the symptoms are 
serious.” 
That had been me. I had 
denied the seriousness of my 
symptoms for several months. I 
was flirting with death, but I 
honestly wasn’t sure that what I 
had been feeling were really 
heart disease symptoms. Next 
time — God forbid — I ’ll know. 
One thing I will say for a 
heart attack is that it’s a dandy 
way to quit smoking. B y the 
time I was out of the hospital, I 
hadn’t smoked for two weeks 
and I ’d heard several dozen lec­ 
tures to the effect that I had 
smoked my last cigarette. 
They all added that I was 
lucky in one respect — that I 
wasn’t overweight. Smoking is 
bad enough, but being over­ 
weight is probably worse. 
L a te r, 
perhaps 
in 
two 
months, I ’ll have to go in for 
some serious tests to determine 
exactly how much damage has 
been done to my heart and 
what, if anything, can be done 
to repair it. Maybe the heart 
will have repaired itself. L e t’s 
hope so. 
But now I ’m going home. The 
nurse brings a wheelchair to 
my room, and I get dressed in 
regular clothes and they wheel 
me down to the outside. The 
cars seem to be faster and 
louder 
and 
scarier 
than 
I 
remember.

Soviets obviously are not on the 
same wave length, but only the 
Soviets are saying so. 
C arter expresses surprise 
when the Russians take his 
worldwide human rights cam ­ 
paign personally. Although he 
protests that it is not directed 
against the Soviet Union in 
p articu lar, 
but 
in 
protest 
against human rights violations 
everywhere, the Krem lin lead­ 
ers see it as a threat. 
The atmosphere of detente 
appears to have evaporated, 
but 
C arter 
contends 
that 
relations 
are 
not 
“ d eteri­ 
orating.” 
Clearly the Soviets have not 
taken the measure of Carter 
and they are puzzled. They do 
not know him. and they do not 
quite understand him. 
Carter is constantly watched 
for a softening of his position 
which is under attack in the 
Soviet press, w hich has accused 
him of using human rights as a 
cover for refueling the arms 
race. 
His decision to scrap the B l 
bomber program came as a 
surprise 
to 
most 
political 
observers, 
including 
the 
bomber’s opponents who were 
certain Carter would take a 
cautious stanoe and give the go- 
ahead for building at least a 
limited number of Bis. 
Instead, he has decided to 
rely 
heavily 
on 
the 
Cruise 
missile as the latest weapon in 
the nation’s arsenal while fully 
aware that the Cruise missile is 
a major obstacle to a new US.- 
Soviet 
strateg ic 
arm s 
limitation agreement. 
Carter is not viewed as a 
gambler And it’s doubtful he 
would tall back on the Cruise 
missile to advance the nation’s 
defense and then use it as a 
bargaining chip without equal 
concessions by the Soviets 


Carter clearly 
caught 
the 
Russians off guard with his new 
dram atic approach to SA LT, 
calling for drastic reductions, 
and his insistence that human 
rights will be the centerpiece of 
his foreign policy. 
In C arter’s public view at 
least, US.-Soviet relations are 
on track and the proof is that 
negotiations are going on in 
several areas, including SA LT, 
a com prehensive test ban, 
demilitarization of the Indian 
Ocean, and a reduction in the 
sales of conventional weapons 
to developing nations. 
Carter concedes there are 
“ difficulties” but says, “ I do 
not have any sense of fear or 
frustration or concern about 
our relationships with 
the 
Soviet Union.” 
The Soviet attacks on Carter 
have been personal. They do 
not know w hat he is up to. There 
is no longer a Henry Kissinger 
flying off to Moscow for the 
weekend to explain what the 
President means, and to work 
out secret tradeoffs with the 
Russians. 
There is a greater openness 
and the Soviets are not ac­ 
customed to it. They do not like 
to make political concessions in 
the 
open and 
p lain ly 
are 
befuddled by this new approach 
to international diplomacy. 
But most of all the Russians 
fear any appearance of inter­ 
fering with their internal state. 
The ideals of liberty and freer 
movement of people in Eastern 
Europe under the Helsinki Pact 
will be a long time in coming 
Carter has said he would 
“ welcome” a summit meeting 
with Soviet Leader Leonid 
Brezhnev even if negotiations 
on SA LT have not yet reached 
the agreement stage

Fluids cause swelling 


By Law ren ce E . Lamb, M.D. 


D EA R DR L A M B - I am a 
student and in a year I will be 
a registered nurse. I am also a 
mother and am 33 years old. 
1 have a problem with 
edema. Under normal cir­ 
cum stances 
this doesn't 
happen. But when I diet — I 
am going to Weight Watchers 
for the second time in my life 
— after about the third week 
on the diet I start waking up 
all puffy. My eyes are puffy 
My fingers are like overstuff­ 
ed sausages 
Last year this distressed me 
sc much that I gave up the diet 
w th only 13 pounds to go. 
No matter what I eat or 
drink it happens apparently as 
a result of the diet. I have 
tried cutting out all extra 
sodium but nothing works As 
the diet progresses I become 
more and more troubled with 
edoma every day. 
I dso had swelling with my 
Eregnancy but no increase in 
! ".id pressure or other 
problems 
This problem 
m ikes me feel and look 
sluggish and I'd love to have it 
end so I can lose some weight 
and have done with it. Do you 
have any suggestions? 
DEAR R E A D E R - Your 
reaction is apparently more 
ex reme than seen in most 
pt »pie, but retention of fluid 
while losing weight is fairly 
common As the fat tissue is 
used for energy its breakdown 
liberates water and carbon 
dioxide. The water may be 
retained Such an individual 
m y not see much change in 
w< ght on the scales because 
of lif- retention of water. Then 
suddenly there will be a 
su don increase in elimina­ 
tion and the person may even 
fed washed out and will lose 
several pounds at once. The 
cycle may repeat itself again, 
causing the person to lose 
weight in plateaus 
If you had persisted past the 


three week period you may 
have had such a wash-out 
reaction and had a sudden 
weight loss. 
Since you seem to have an 
unusual amount of fluid I 
would suggest that you simply 
take a diuretic about once a 
week to help you rid yourself 
of the accumulating fluid 
Don’t be upset about the fluid 
accumulation. It is a sign that 
you are losing fat and that is 
what you want to do. Once you 
have lost your weight the con- 
dition w ill stop as you 
stabilize at your new weight.

there any effective exercise 
or method to get rid of a dou­ 
ble chin? I ’m full faced and 
have always had this problem. 
I ’m 26 years old 
D EAR R E A D E R - Staying 
lean all over helps prevent a 
double chin Some people just 
have an extra large fat pad un­ 
der the chin. It is often a fami­ 
ly characteristic There are 
more fat cells there in these 
people 
Even after having 
reduced to a sensible level the 
fat pad stays. 
There is no exercise that 
will change it and you can’t 
accomplish anything with chin 
straps or other devices 
If it is really bothersome, 
you can have a plastic surgeon 
make a small incision un­ 
derneath the chin, usually 
along the jaw bone, and 
remove the fat pad 
When 
done well the scar is hidden 
under the jaw bone and is 
barely visible

As a result, lawyers around 
Ohio are beginning to show 
cautious interest in such ads 
Local 
bar 
associations 
in 
many jvirts of the state report 
they've received a slow 
but 
steady stream of phone calls 
from lawyers and newspaper 
publishers, asking for details on 
the high court decision 
Some major Ohio newspapers 
already have started planning 
for a daily section in classified 
advertising pages, where in 
dividual lawyers or law firms 
could buy space, bar officials 
have disclosed 
Sm aller daily 
and weekly 
publications are 
expected to follow s'mt 
The Ohio State Bar Assoc in 
tion headquarters in Columbus 
has received some calls, but 
most are going to the local 
groups, according to Gary Hunt 
ot 
the O SBA 
Hunt 
readily 
admitted the court ruling has 
sent the Ohio bar organization 
into action, drafting a set of 
proposed guidelines for legal 
advertising. 
“ Our 
Legal 
E th ic s 
and 
Professional Conduct Commit 
tee is conducting a study of how 
the decision will affect Ohio, 
and probably will advise the 
Ohio Supreme C ourt," which is 
responsible for 
setting such 
standards, he said "M y guess

The U S Supreme Court was 
very specific in not declaring 
"anything goes,” in legal ad 
vertising So that Ohioans won’t 
be subjected to ads by at 
torneys who might sound like 
persons selling used ears. 
But it’s still an open question 
as to precisely how far law yers 
will be able to go in advertising 
their legal wares, Hunt «said 
“ What w e’ve got 
is 
a 
U S 
Suprem e Court decision that 
knocks down part, but not all ot 
the rules on advertising estab­ 
lished by the state supreme 
court.” 
The federal court said law ­ 
yers can advertise the "routi 


tie” legal services they provide. 
The court mentioned actions 
lik«* uncontested divorces and 
consumer bankruptcies as the 
types of common Services for 
which attorneys could adver­ 
tise But the specific guidelines 
were left up to each state. 
' The main issue is that we’ve 
got a duty to inform the public 
through this advertising, ’ said 
Ed Marx, a Cincinnati attorney 
who

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If House Is True To Its Name 
Grass Roots America 'Anti 
On Great Issues Of Today 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
- 
G rass roots America is “anti” 
on the great issues of the day, if 
the House of Representatives is 
true to its name. 
The House in recent weeks 
has gone on record against 
abortion, 
pardons 
for draft 
evaders, 
gay 
rights, 
school 
busing, foreign aid for commu­ 
nist co u n tries and banning 
saccharin. 
Only the Bl bomber and a 
$12,900-a-year pay raise for 
them selves have won House 
m em bers’ favor as they fin­ 
ished the first six months of the 
95th Congress. 
The perform ance is not what 
civil libertarians expected from 
the big Dem ocratic majority 
elected last November. The 
House has 289 Democrats, 145 
Republicans and one vacancy. 
Republicans, like the liberal- 
oriented Americans for Demo­ 
cratic Action, anticipated that 
the return this year of the big 
76-member Democratic fresh­ 
man class of the last Congress 
— swollen by 46 new Democrats 
— would see easy passage of 
labor and social program s long- 
stalled by vetoes of GOP 
presidents. 
The first signal of independ­ 
ence from the 122 Democratic 
freshmen and sophomores was 
rejection of labor’s effort to 
ease picketing rules at con­ 
struction sites 
Labor still hasn’t recovered 
from that jolt. Its bills to repeal 
the Taft-Hartley right to work 
provision and an overhaul of 
the National Labor Relations

ST.LOUIS (U PI) - Shoppers 
who expect to find everything 
from applesauce to zippers at 
the local superm arket may still 
be surprised at the latest ad­ 
dition — money. 
R ight 
savings and 
loan 
associations, with 42 per cent of 
the a rea ’s savings and loan 
business, are operating Money- 
matic machines in 42 stores of 
the S chnuck’s superm arket 
chain. So far, the system seems 
to 
be 
w orking 
well 
for 
everyone. 
“Customers are really en­ 
thused about it,” said Ed True, 
m anaging d irecto r of 
the 
com pany that set 
up the 
system. “It opens up new areas, 
for them to do business and 
extends the 
hours of their 
savings and loans. I t’s a 
trem e n d o u s 
c o n v en ien ce 
factor.” 
Schnuck’s also is happy with 
the system, which began full 
operation this spring 
“It brings in new customers 
and helps us give new service to 
existing 
cu sto m ers,” 
said 
Madeleine Tatum, director of 
communications and consumer 
information for the superm ar­ 
ket chain 
“The store managers are 
v e ry 
c u s to m e r - o r ie n te d 
because ours 
is 
a 
retail 
business, and the terminals 
themselves offer an additional 
service to the customer. They 
look at it from that point of 
view .’’ The system works 
simply. Customers 
with an 
account at one of the eight 
savings and loans taking part in 
the 
program 
a re 
issued 
Moneymatic cards with their 
names and account numbers. 
They also are assigned a 
personal identification number 
not on the plastic card — that 
they must furnish with each 
tran sactio n 
to 
act 
as 
a 
safeguard against misuse of 
their card 
All transactions must be for 
at least $25. and all withdrawals 
are for cash, with a maximum 
of $200. Once a deposit slip is 
filled out and the custom er’s 
identification number is en­ 
tered on a keyboard that looks 
like a calculator, the tran­ 
saction takes six seconds, with 
a printed receipt provided 
True said similar systems 
have been operating in other 
cities, but the St. Louis area 
system is a pioneer in the 
number of savings institutions 
and retail outlets available to 
customers. Expansion is ex 
pected in the future. 
True said payment of utility 
bills, tran sac tio n s betw een 
separate accounts at member 
institutions, check verification 
and direct payment of other 
bills are some of the future 
possibilities for the system 
‘T here are so many things 
that can be done that the 
deposit and withdrawal 
en­ 
vironment we now' have is 
really the first generation,” he 
said 
“ It will change im ­ 
m easurably in the com ing 
years.” 
Obstacles to expansion are 
not necessarily governm ent 
restrictioas, True said. The 
technology is available, but 
customers have to get used to 
doing their banking at the 
superm arket 
“You have to let them know 
they can go into a merchant 
location and have access to 
their savings and loan account. 
They have to know their ac­ 
count is just as secure as if they 
were in their own saving' and 
loan office.” 
The 
program 
has 
been 
received well, and the consum­ 
er information phase is just 
beginning. True said 
“Acceptance has been abso­ 
lutely rem arkable There has 
been really nothing in this thing 
that would say to us it ’s not the 
right system at the right time in 


Act have been shelved. 
Even doubtful is a Consumer 
Protection Agency bill which 
President Carter has said in 
advance he will sign. The House 
and Senate approved sim ilar 
bills last year but didn’t bother 
working out a final version 
because a Gerald Ford veto 
was sure. 
In recent weeks, the issues 
have been social rather than 
economic.

A big surprise cam e June 2,1 
when the House voted 214-168 to 


slice 5 per cent off the foreign 
aid money bill. It cut $373 
million and left the bill nearly 
$1 billion below what Carter 
asked. 
The late Rep Frank Bow, R- 
Ohio, offered a 5 per cent “meat 
a x e ” 
cut 
to 
every 
a p ­ 
propriations bill for years. Rep. 
Clarence Miller, R-Ohio, took 
up the crusade this year, and in 
one earlier try, like Bow, got 
beaten 
The second 
time 
around, 
Miller was the most surprised 
man on the floor Twenty-nine 
of 76 Democratic sophomores 
and 18 of 46 freshmen voted 
with him. 
A breakdow n of selected 
votes showed that 20 Democrat­ 
ic freshmen and 26 sophomores 
voted for the abortion ban On 
gay rights, 24 freshmen and 26 
sophomores voted for the ban 
But on cutting funds for the 
Bl bomber, part of a long­
